Knocks Out Jack Johnson in Tiventy- 


Sivth Round. 


Jack Johnson lost his claim to fistic 
fame as the heavyweight champion 
of the world, the title being wrested 
from, him by Jess Willard, the Kan- 
sas cowboy, the biggest man who 
ever entered the prize ring, and a 
"white hope" who has at last made 
good, at Havana, Cuba, on Monday. 
John, his wife and a little group 


of friends will sail for Martinique, 
there to await passage back to 
France, where Johnson proposes to 
settle down and lead the life of a 
farmer, raising pigs and chickens. 
There is no doubt that he is through 
with the' ring. 


Willat-'d, who is being acclaimed 
as the new champion, is coming back 
to the United States to win the for- 
tune which was denied him Monday, 
when. Johnson got $30,000 before the 
fight started, Willard taking only a 
small share of the net receipts. Just 
what his share was is not known. 
The fight probably has no parallel 


in the history of ring battles. 
For 


twenty rounds Johnson punched and 
pounded Willard at will, but his 
blows grew perceptibly less powerful 
as the fight progressed until at last 
he seemed unable or unwilling to go 
on. 


Johnson stopped leading and for 


three or four rounds the battle be- 
tween the two huge men was little 
more than a series of plastic poses 
of white and black gladiators. 


So it was until the twenty-fifth 
round, when Willard got one of his 
widely swinging windmill right-hand 
smashes to Johnson's heart. 
This 
was the beginning of the end. 
When the round closed Johnson 


sent word to his wife that he was all 
in and told her to start for home. 
She was on the way out and was 
passing the ring in the twenty-sixth 
round when a stinging left to the 
body and a cyclonic right to the jaw 
caused Johnson to crumple on the 
floor of the ring where he lay partly 
outside the ropes until the referee 
counted ten and held up Willard's 
hand in token of his newly won 
laurels. 


Willard probably is the most mod- 
est champion who ever stepped out 
of a prize ring, taking his victory as 
philosophically as he had looked for- 
ward to the fight. Neither he nor 
Johnson showed much evidence of 
having been engaged in a heavy- 
weight championship battle. 
The 
new champion's lip, right ear and left 
cheek showed slight cuts, but at no 
time was there more than a drop or 
two of blood in evidence. 


In this respect the fight was in 
great contrast to the Johnson-Jeffries 
fight at Reno five years ago, when 
Jeffries was cut to pieces and blood 
splashed over the spectators at the 
ringside. 


On the contrary, no fight between 


heavyweights that has gone to a fin- 
'Sh was cleaner or less brutal. John- 
son's left eye was partly closed in the 
early rounds but not sufficiently to 
interfere with his fighting. His lip 
also was cut inside and his famous 
golden smile flashed from a very red 
setting. 


The end of the fight caine ~wrfh~a 


suddenness that dazed the spectators. 
It followed two or three rounds of 
almost complete idleness on the part 
of the contestants and the crowd set- 
tled down to a long drawn out strug- 
gle, believing that it would go to full 
limit of the forty-five rounds without 
either being able to register a knock- 
out. 


It can hardly be said at present 
that Willard is a great fighter, but 
he is a wonderful specimen of physi- 
cal manhood, and is likely to develop 
an aggressiveness and skill that may 
make him invincible for years to 
come. 


Willard looked very clumsy against 


Johnson. A more skillful man might 
have knocked Johnson out after the 
twelfth round for after that the ne- 
gro, was going on speed and nerve 
and skill. 


The crowd which paid to see the 


fight would be difficult to estimate, 
but it looked to number between 15,- 
000 and 20,000. 
In addition, fully 


5,000 persons viewed the fight from 
the distant slopes and hills. The Cu- 
bans, who made up a large percentage 
of the crowd, were much excited. 
Many women, both Cuban and Amer- 
ican, were present, as well as all the 
notables in the island. 


The Closing Round 


Johnson rose slowly from his chair 


and Willard met him more than two- 
thirds of *he way across the ring. 
Willard stabbed a long left into the 
negro's face, sending his head bob- 
bing back. 
Before the champion 


could recover his position Willard 
swung a smashing right which landed 
full on Johnson's stomach. 
John- 


son was flung against the ropes by 
the force of the blow and he clinched 
on the rebound. 


The cowboy tried to tear loose, but 


the black m an held grimly with 
closed eyes and legs shaking. 
Just 
before the referee broke them John- 
son looked over Willard's shoulder 
toward the box where his wife had 
been, his eyes showing a dazed, tired, 
puzzled expression. 


As soon as Referee Welsh had 


broken the clinch Jess rushed again, 
forcing the negro into Willard's cor- 
ner, where the finish came, Johnson 
was slow in guarding and his strong, 
youthful opponent hooked a swinging 
left to the body. The fading cham- 
pion's legs quivered and again the 
towering giant feinted for the body. 
Johnson dropped his guard and Wil- 
lard won the title with a quick hard 
swing to the exact point of the jaw. 
The negro's knees folded up under 


him and he sank slowly to the floor 
and rolled over on his back, partly 
under the ropes. 


Welsh waved Willard back and be- 
gan to count. Up and down swung 
the referee's hands but Johnson never 
moved. 
His eyes were glassy, only 
the whites being visible. 


At tue count of "ten" Welsh turn- 


ed and held up Willard's hand and 
a new champion replaced Johnson, 
who was still stretched on the floor 
of the ring. Time of round one min- 
ute, 26 seconds.

"This year," commented 
Chairman Clark, "it looks as though 
we would co-operate with more than 
5,000 communities, in each of which 
some live civic leader is trying to im- 
prove living conditions. "Though a 
majority of these campaigns will start 
with an 'opening week,' a definite 
program of activity, we know that the 
bureau's success has been chiefly due 
to the fact that we try to get, away 
from the old-fashioned 'annual clean 
up' idea that has become odious to 
many civic leaders and an annual joke 
in many cities. The plans of the 
bureau call for continuous campaigns 
that bring permanent results and help 
form worth while civic habits." 
The Work to Be Done. 


The work of the bureau this year is 


more comprehensive than ever before. 
Everything that will1 beautify, pre- 
serve, improve sanitation, reduce fire 
risks, and better health .conditions has 
been carefully provided for. Among 
the things which local "Clean Up and 
Paint Up" campaigners are doing this 
year are: Cleaning the streets and 
alleys, front yards, back yards, cellars, 
stables, atticks; the removal of ashes 
and rubbish; cleaning up vacant lots 
of rubbish and weeds; eliminating 
breeding places of flies and mosqui- 
toes; 
planting and care of trees, 


hedges and flowers; and the liberal 
use of paint on everything that 
needs it. 


It is this constructive, permanem 


nature of the improvements effectec 
that has won the 
endorsement ol 


national leaders , in every branch of 
civic uplift work.

LESSON FOR APRIL 11 


DAVID ANOINTED KING. 


LESSON TEXT—I Samuel .16:«-13. 
GOXDKJ*-TEXT-Mah looketh on th« 


outward appearance, but Jehovah looketh 
on the heart.—I Samuel 15:7 R. V. 


After the events recorded in last; 


Sunday's lesson Samuel retired to 
Raman never again to see Saul's face.. 
Samuel "mourned"^ (15:35) f. e., be- 
wailed ,and lamented the deposed king. 
It was noble for Samuel thus to be 
grieved over Saul's sin; still, God had 
work for him to do. There is a sor- 
row that "worketh repentance" which 
is pleasing in the sight of God, but 
that idle sorrow which spends itself 
In unprofitable mourning is detrimen- 
tal to man and a hindrance to the 
kingdom of God (ch. 8:7; 15:1) 
Men 


may fail but the kingdom goes for- 
ward. 
We do not interpret verse 2 


as suggesting any subterfuge on God's 
part but rather that God refused to 
pay any attention to Samuel s fear 
God answers fear by giving us duties 
to perform and in their performance 
we are 'delivered from our fears. 


I. David Chosen to Be King, vv. 4-10. 


Saul, the clamorous choice of the peo- 
ple, was not succeeded by David—"the 
man after God's own heart"—for sev- 
eral years after this lesson 
God's 


will in this matter was shown to 
Samuel progressively: (a) in chapter 
13:14 Samuel is informed that God 
hath sought "a man after his own 
heart;" (b) in 16:1 he is told to go 
and find the king whom God had pro- 
vided; 
(c) 
in 
verse 
12 
Samuel 


is at last definitely told whom God 
has selected. This selection is in ac- 
cordance with the prophecy made cen- 
turies before regarding the kingly 
scepter (Gen. 49:10). Of course it 
was high treason, this art Samuel was 
about to perform, and Saul yet had 
many friends and supporters (v 2). 
God seems to have permitted Samuel 
to use one avowed purpose to con- 
ceal the real one, but "such a course is 
one to use but sparingly" (Maclaren) 
God can and does protect those whom 
he sends (Ps 34:7) and "man is im- 
mortal till his work is done'' 
Just 


what or how did not concern Samuel 
for he had God's promise (v. 3). A 
step at a time was sufficient and in 
taking each step Samuel was to tell 
the exact truth 


Thus God guides and. tests his serv 


ants 
Samuel was a judge as well as 


a prophet (ch. 7:16) and the people 
of Bethlehem were agitated at his 
arrival. 
It may be, too, that these 


eUers ~uere tearful oi mcuirmg the 
cU&pleasure of Saul. 
There was no 


occasion for fear, as Samuel's purpose 
\vas to sacrifice and his mission one of 
peace even as the angelic messengers 
who quieted the shepherds with their 
message of "peace"' when 
'great 


David's greater son" was ushered into 
the world 
Jesse was a grandson o£ 


Ruth the Moabitess and also a de- 
scendant of Rahab the harlot 
On 


his father's side he belonged to the 
strong tribe of Judah 
He was evi 


dently a man of some wealth, certain- 
ly in his children 
After the sacri- 


fice and before the feast Saruuei is 
made acquainted with the sons of 
Jesse. 
The first, Eliab, was tall and 


good to look upon and at once Samuel 
fixed upon him as the certain choice 
for Jehovah. 


II. David Anointed King, vv. 11- 


13> Seven sons are set aside and yet 
Samuel did not ht;ar the voice of 
God s approval 
In seaming dismay he 


asks, "Are hfre all thy children?" 
Jesse seems ;o have made a careless 
a i.l reluctant *<-i>ly that the youngest 
\ as away from home tending sheep. 
'Ihereupon Samuel asserts that "v,e 
•\vli not tit do.\n (to the sacrificial 
fe, bt) till he be brought hither ' It is 
from such lowly positions that God is 
constantly promoting men to positions 
of 
responsibility 
and prominence 


Witness Carey, .Livingston, Moody and 
a hundred others past and present. 
David at this time was about fifteen 
years old (Beecher). His name means 
"darling," significant of the affection 
of his mother, whose name is un- 
known, but to whom David twice 
makes reference (Ps. 86:16; 116:16) 
David was short, compared with his 
brothers, but had bright eyes (v. 12 
marg.) and a fair face—a "comely 
person" (v. 18). David wae agile and 
strong and though seemingly scoffed 
at by his brothers and neglected by 
his father it did not pervert his good 
nature nor turn him from the perform- 
ance of his duties 
Samuel did not 


greet David as he had g aeted Saul, 
he may have been dispappointed. This 
gives emphasis to the words in verse 
12, "Arise 
anoint him: 
for this 


is he." 


David is anointed, set apart, for the 


kingship, but is not equipped nor does 
lie enter upon his offices till later 


In this he is a type of Jesus who 


shall yet reign on David's throne 


Verses 13 and 14 tell of the develop- 


ing contrast m the lives of Saul and 
David. David the young king, poten- 
tial only at this time, is a great in- 
spiration to the young of all ages in
